Of the many crime stories 
which have come to stage and 
screen in recent years few, if any, 


have enjoyed quite the popular- 
ity of Edgar Wallace's story, “The 
Ringer.” In its original form as a 
novel, “The Gaunt Stranger,” and 
then as a play, it commanded 
enormous success, not only in this 
country but even abroad as far 
away as India. 

It is worth noting that “The 
Ringer,” though classed as a crime 
story, is peles apart from the kind 
of tale that floods in, in such 
quantities, from America. There 
are none of the familiar desper- 
adoes, no scenes of sheer brutal- 
ity, and, in fact, only one crime— 
and even that is done with the 
lights down! The story, indeed, 
derives its singular power rather 
from the atmosphere of tantalis- 


ing mystery than from crime 
Who is the man nick-named “The 
Ringer” because of his skill, in 


ringing the changes on his own 
appearance? When will he charge 
down on his un-suspecting vic- 
tims, and vanish as swiftly as he 
came? These are the things that 
hold the on-looker in the iron grip 
of suspense, and account for the 
fascination of the story, and the 
extremely dramatic character of 
the surprise climax clinches its 
hold upon audiences.

A devastating chain of forest fires from Nova 
Scotia to British Columbia has been wiping out 
forest wealth and destroying other property during 
the past six weeks. Almost daily, news despatches 
have told of new and dangerous conflagrations. 
One day, the fire demon is doing its worst in Que- 
bec, the next day in Ontario, and then in the 
Prairie provinces. The Maritimes and British Col- 
umbia have also suffered considerable losses in 
recent wecks. 

Have the public any further doubt about the im- 
plications of this wastage of the forests? They are 
the basis of much industrial activity in Canada 
providing employment for hundreds of thousands of 
men. They are the source of much freight for the 
railways and revenue for the provincial govern- 
ments. All these benefits will be lost if fire con- 
tinues to consume the forests.

The Passing Show

At Vancouver, they are cudgelling their brains for a 
suitable name for the new $3,000,000 bridge across False 
Creek. It is a very handsome structure with a broad road 
for traffic on ‘top and double track rails for railway cars 


beneath. 
Because at its north end it will act as an extension of 


Burrard Street, it is referred to as the Burrard Street 
bridge. Now it nears completion, people feel it merits a 
more distinguished name. 

Some wish to vall it “Sunset Bridge,” because the setting 
sun will shine upon it. No one has suggested calling it the 
False Creek bridge or the Tolmie bridge, though the names 
of several politicians have been put forward. One citizen, 
not a Conservative one would think, suggests calling it the 
“R. B. Bennett” bridge, “because they are both up in the 


’ 


air. 

The most practical, and yet most misleading, name yet 
suggested is the “Free bridge.” The citizen who suggests 
the name argues that it is the only thing so far that hasn't 
been taxed. It may not appear under a specified heading 
on his tax papers, but somewhere or other the taxpayer 
will pay for it. 

They have a bridge across the Second Narrows —or had 
a large portion of one at the time of writing. It has been 
such a nightmare to skippers and pilots, owing to the nar- 
row span and the swift tide, and has been the cause of so 
many accidents, that the waterfront fraternity have re- 
christened it “The Bridge of Sighs.” 


I heard of a Victoria man—they all write long letters to 
the press in Victoria—who sent a covering letter to the 
Finance Minister along with his income tax. It read in part 
as follows: 

“Dear Sir: I enclose herewith $30 for my income 
tax. To say that I am glad to do so does not ade- 
quately express my feelings. 

It is gratifying to my patriotism to know that 
$7.50 of the $30 will go to pay interest on the war 
debt, contracted to pay for the war which ended all 
wars and made the world safe for democracy and 
income taxes. 

I am proud to know that $6 of the contribution 
will go to pay part of the cost of maintaining the 
Canadian National Railways, which the government 
took over because the original owners went bank- 
rupt. 

It makes me still more proud as I pay my income 
tax, to see how we are meeting our expenses and 
paying as we go by the simple device of borrowing 
the money for current expenses and leaving our 
children to repay it—if they haven't sufficient in- 
telligence to hand it on to their children. 

I am glad that we have not sunk to the level of 
Britain and European countries in paying a dole to 
our unemployed. Where these backward nations pay 
the dole as they go out of income—most of it out of 
the income of working people—we with our superior 
intelligence have no dole, but grant relief by borrow- 
ings which we shall hand on to the next generation, 
This frees us from the degenerating effect of the 
dole, and from the inconvenience of paying anything, 
which is more satisfactory. 


Unless Canada gets more backs to carry the taxation 
burden, it will be a heavy load for future generations. 
Writing in “The De cracy,”’ Bert Huffman, U. S. 
sociologist and journalist of Canada:

Today, 168 years since Canada became a British 
colony, we find less than ten million people in the 
entire vast expanse; and more exceedingly rich rail- 
road magnates, exceedingly rich grain-handling 
magnates; exceedingly rich timber magnates, coal 
operators, bank presidents, pulpwood exploiters and 
land corporations, than in any other country on earth ‘ 
with a similar population. 

In the opposite side of the balance we find 550,000 
unemployed men and women, vast schemes of charity 
feebly muddled, with hunger, want and miseries, and 
towns and cities frantic with the menacing problem.

Health and Diet Advice

TOMATOES 
The tomato was first found and cultivated in South America, but 
it did not become popular as a food until less than seventy-five years 
ago. It was looked upon with suspicion because the plant is a member 
of the nightshade family which, however, includes such widely used 
plants as the potato and tobacco, which are also natives of America, 


having never been found elsewhere until America was discovered, 
when these plants were exported to Europe and Asia. The sale of 
tobacco is rapidly increasing each year, The potato crop in the United 
States alone is now valued at nearly $400,000,000. ‘The value of the 
tomato crop is now second to thet of potatoes over all other truck 
crops, so those three members of the nightshade family are doing 
quite well for themselves and the American farmer. 


The tomato has been cultivated from a small, sour, wrinkled fruit 
into many different sizes and colors. Some of te large “beefsteak” 
tomatoes measure over twenty inches in circumference. These large 
tomatoes are used principally for canning, with much tonnage being 
turned into canned tomato juice. 


Peuple are today eating tomatoes because they like them and also 
drinking the canned juice for the same reason. An increasingly large 
number of people are also using tomatoes because they have found 
them to have healthful qualities. Besides containing malic and citric 
acid the tomato has an abundance of mineral salts, such as potash, 
lime, magnesium and iron, They are especially rich in the first three- 
important vitamins, A, B and C. The C vitamin, which prevents 
scurvy, is not destroyed through cooking tomatoes as it is with almost 
every other food. 

Tomatoes ripened in the field contain more of vitamin C than 
those raised in hothouses. Many of the tomatoes in the market are 
picked green and allowed to ripen during shipment. It has been found 
that this does not interfere with the growth of the vitamins, as they 
Continue to increase until the fruit is thoroughly ripe, whether the rip- 
ening takes place in the field or during shipment. 


Everyone from childhood to old age requires enough foods con- 
taining the elusive C vitamin, and there is no more valuable source 
from which to obtain it than in fresh or canned tomatoes. Pickles and 
chow chow which are made from green tomatoes that have not been 
allowed to ripen do not contain any vitamin C. 


Canned tomatoes and tomato juice are equally as wholesome as 
the fresh fruit since cooking does not change the food value. The acids 
of the tomato prevent the destruction of the vitamin C which is killed 
in the cooking of almost any other food. Those who use tomatoes lib- 
erally will find their money well spent for this food contains so many 
vital tissue building elements. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. Helen P. writes: “Please tell me how it can be 
found out if a person has tuberculosis of the lungs, also some of the 
rules if they have it.” 

ANSWER: It is unwise for the layman to attempt to make a diag- 
nosis of his own case, especially if he suspects that he has tuberculosis. 
There are many laboratory tests and examinations which must be 
made in order to accurately diagnose tuberculosis of the lungs in its 
incipient stages. I have some very complete articles which have been 
written on the causes and cure of tuberculosis, and I will be glad to 
send them to you if you will send me your full name and address on 
a large stamped envelope.

inexpensive Water Garden Is Jewel Set Off by HGiAte Plants’ 


Flower garden pools have been 
available only to gardeners of con- 
siderable means in the past. Lately, 
however, the cost of these silvery 
garden jewels has been reduced to 
meet the average pocketbook and 
many flower growers are construct- 
ing their own pools 

According to government flower 
garden experts, an attractive pool 
can be built for $25 or $30, and will 
not require any extraordinary skill 
in cgnstruction 

The first step in construction 
should be selection of a natural site 
for the pool. If your garden has a 
low spot, that is the logical loca- 
tion of your water garden, as water 
tends to collect in low places 

Shape of the pool is important. 
It should not be perfectly round. 
nor should it be square; the attrac- 
tive unit is irregular and contains 
several “bays” and “inlets.” 


ALLOW FOR DRAINAGE. 


In excavating, be sure to allow 
about 10 inches extra all around and 
in depth to make up for the space 
occupied by concrete and a layer 
of cinders which should be spread 
on the bottom of a pool built on 
clay pooi. This is done to allow 
adequate drainage. Pools built on 
sandy soil do not require this drain- 
age medium 

Twenty-four inches is deep en 
ough for most pools, and this depth 
should be stepped in several places 
to allow for a shallow bird bath, 
and places to set potted water

It has been established that a 
monastery was founded at Beverley 
as early as 721, when old records 
tell of the burial of John of Bever- 
ley, bishop of York, there 

Musty record books also tell of 


jthe destruction of the church by 


the Danes in 866 and its subsequent 
restoration, probably a few years 
later, and of destruction by fire in 
1188. 

Shortly after the fire, the church 
was restored along Gothic lines, al- 
though some of the earlier Norman 
foundations remain today.
